SLAVE'S KNOW-NOTHING RECORD 


How He Used to Write Abont For- 


eigner!) In America. 


While Mr. Blaine's supporters are pushing 


him forward as the friend and champion of 
the Irish people, it is interesting to scan the 
record be modo on the subject of Know- 
Nothingisip as editor of The Kennebeo 
Journal. 
In 1854 The Journal, edited by 


Mr. Blaine, was an ardent supporter of 
Know^othing doctrines and heartily ap- 
proved the suggestions mada by Oov. Hor- 
rill in his message pointing out that legisla 
tion \vas needed "to protect the country 
against tho incursions of the dangerous for- 
eigners." 


Mr. Blaine had been busy writing on the 


question ot admitting foreigners to citizen- 
ship during the whole of Gov. Morrill's can- 
vass, us that with the temperance question 
was a leading issue of the campaign, and in 
one of his editorials, published in August, 
18C4, took the position that all foreigners 
should bo kept in u sort of political quaran- 
tine in the country for twenty-one years be- 
fore boing allowed to vote, ami the evidence 
he adduced in support of his doctrine is set 
forth in this extract: 


"No one who is acquainted with the his- 


tory of this country and of other countries 
can deny that thcro is a strong provocation 
for "Americans to claim the right to govern 
Americans," and to put foreigners upon such 
probation that they will have opportunity 
to become somewhat acquainted with our 
institutions and forms ot government be- 
fore they ore"received into a full and active 
participation in its administration. Ameri- 
cans aro put on probation for twenty-one 
years and have to undergo a constant train- 
ing and education into all the details of the 
theory and practice of Republicanism be- 
fore they aro allowed to vote or hold office. 
And yet many foreigners are permitted to 
do the same in five years after they emerge 
from tho darkness of European despotism, 
and in some of the states they hnve been 
smuggled into all the rights of citizenship in 
much less time." 


At the opening of the Maine legislature in 


Ib55, Mr. Blaiiw wrote (Kcnncbec Journal 
of January 5, 18S;5) as follows: 


"Wo need stringent laws to regulate the 


immigration from Europe, and faithful 
ofliceis to administer 
tlu-m 
If present 


abuses aro not corrected, and corrected 
bpoedil}', we dhalt become worse than Botany 
Bay. 
In fact, we are worse now, for we 


have little doubt that more criminals reach 
us from Great Britain in a single year than 
wore over transported to the penal colonies 
in ton years. And these convicts and felons 
have hardly got our (lust upon their £e«t 
liofore tliey aro allowed to vote and control 
our elections. And yet, with these facts 
plain as tho light, demagogues will tell us 
that our foreign immigration LS nothing but 
a benefit to us, and that our laws rogulathig 
it need no amendment. Wo hope and we 
certainly believe the day is not far distant 
when this whole subject will be impartially 
reviewed by the law-malting power of our 
government, and such wholesome restraints 
and judicious checks imposed as will keep 
back the avalanche of crime which threatens 
to fall upon from Europe, and then the just 
and honorable pride of being an American 
citizen will suffer no blu^h from having our 
paternal rights bestowed in full equality 
upon thob« who ore not of the household." 


Again, in the issue of The Journal of 


. February 21, 1655, in an article designed to 
influence the legislature in its contemplated 
action 
upon laws regulating voting by 


iiaturalizod citizens, Mr Blainosald: 


"So little stringent has boon tho tenor and 


so lax has been the administration of our 
laws regulating this fiubjout (foreign immi- 
gration) that there is good reason to beiiovo 
tUo European governments have for years 
past made our country a sort of panal 
colony for all thoir troublesome subjects 
and moral delinquents. Whe'her tliey shall 
longer continue to so dishonor themselvts 
ani entail ruin upon us remains for our 
legislators to dcciilc 
^V'o think, however, 


that the revolution of sentiment on this sub- 
ject, brought about by tho energy and in- 
domitable perscrveranco ot tho Ameiican 
party, wfll tanso the enactment of bucli just 
and wholesoiii" laws ns will result to tlioad- 
vantage of both ttie native and foreign born 
citizen."

correctly judge a pattern, it does net 
by any means prove that your opin- 
ion is well formed. Granting that the 
pattern you sent fitted a certain man 
—what follows ? Simply this, that he 
was of a remarkable shape, or that 
two radically different patterns will 
tit the same man. You stated that 
your pattern had certain faults, and 
asked thsir cause. Believing you 
told the truth, we honestly gave you 
our opinion. When a draft is ac-1 
knowledged to be bad we pay but lit- 
tle attention to the measures sent 
wth it, for the sufficient reason that 
the cutter who produces a badly 
formed pattern is rarely able to mea- 
sure with accuracy. 


We compared your pattern with 


one of ours of the same breast size and 
found it different as stated. Our pat- 
terns we know to be good, and have, 
besides, the testimony of hundreds of 
the ablest cutters in the country to 
the effact that it is practically .fault- 
lesa. Your pattern would not fit the 
average form if made as coats are 
made here, and accepting the idnas 
that prevail in this cicy as a standard 
of fit.
